To explain what may feem Doubtful in it, and lay 
before them the true State of what the French Trade 
was before the War, and what it is to be, by and after 
the Treaty; asit will Inftruct thofe who are really Igno- 
rant, fo it will rake away all Excufes and Pretences for 
mifreprefenting it, from thofe who are willingly fo. 

Before the War, our Trade in France ftood with 
refpect to Duties paid there, as is laid down in the 
Table printed in the firft of thefe Papers : By whatDe- 
erees and upon what Foundation the feveral Additional 
Duties were added in France, may be fpoken of’ upon 
another Occafion. ° 

The firft Duties fixt in France were laid after the 
Proportion of our Tonnage and Poundage, as has been 
already obferv'd, and is called the Tariff of 1664. by 
which, as by the Table appears, dur Manufactures’ paid 
as follows,

In the Year 1667. the French made a new Tariff, ad- 

vancing the Duties upon Sixty Species of Goods, which, 

as théy alledged, interfered with the Trade or Manu- 

factures of their own People.

as in feveral Paiticulars amount alinoft to a Prauibition: 
But it may be very much to the Inftruction of the Peo- 
sle, to ler them fee the Difference between whar the 
Seach Goods paid here before the War, and what they 
are now to pay after the Peace, by which they will judge 
whether the Complaints againft the Treaties of Com- 
merce arereMonable or no; andhow, with but very few 
Exceptions on either fide, the Cafe ftands thus, (viz.) 
That we have by this Treaty obtained the taking off the 
high Duties on our Goods in France, and yet kept on the 
high Duties of the French Goods in England ; and the 
Conclufion is moft natural tromy the Premifes, That if 
we Traded with France to our Advantage before, much 
more muft we do fo now; forthe ftate of the Trade 
between England and France ftands thus :

Satisfaction. 

The fetting this Account againft the former, 
clears up the Treaty of Commerce fo effectually, 
that farther Enlargements muft feem -unneceflary: 
Neverthelefs, fince Matters of Faé& concur, it {hall 
next be fhewed, what Regard Her Majefly has had to 
the other Trading-Interefis of Her Subjects: How the 
Ports of France are opened to them upon equal Terms 
with the French. Subjects them{clves, and that even in 
fome Things preiudicial to them{elves, as in the Levant 
Trade im particular: How all the Petitions and ee wee 
of our Merchants are granted, all that they reprefented 
as needful to their Commerce obtained, and indeed all 
fi tivilegés and Advantages procur'd for them,ei- 
we any other Nation enjoy'd, or thar their Prede- 
ecffors in Trade ever had, and perhaps many more. 

To this Purpofe, here follows an Abftract of fe- 
vergl Petitions and Reprefentations of the Englifh Mer- 
ehanes, which have been given in at feveral times even 
from the Treaty of Ghertruydenbergh to this time, to 
re Commiffioners of Trade, and by them laid before 
the Houfe of Commons, relating to what Grievances 
they would have redrefs'd, or what Privileges they 
would. demand in cafe of a Treaty of Commerce with 
France, and whar has been done thereupon: ( Viz.) 

"The HUDSONS BAY Company Pray, that the 
French may furrender all the Forts and Settlements in 
Hudfons Bay and Straight, and be abliged to renounce 
all Right and Pretenfions thereto for the Future.

There are Reprefentations and Petitions from private 
Merchants, as Seignoret Forty, Galdie, Lock, Eyre, &c. 
Praying generally the fae Things as above; all which, 
tho’ too long to repeat here, are f fectually anfwer'dand 
provided for, as above; witha Memorial trom Scotland 
which relaringto the Fith- Trade, thall be mentioned again 
when the Fithery in General comes to be fpoken of. 

The above, it is hoped, may be fulticient to open the 
Eyes of the moft Ignorant, and to Undeccive thofe, who 
are Impofed upon with refpectto the Treaty of Com- 
merce and the Trade with France ; and to prove,that as 
the LATTER is in its own Nature a Trade, that we have 
aways found our Advantage by in time pait, fo the 
FIRST is Calculated to preferve that Trade ia fuch a 
tio, that it thall always be to our Advantage tor the 

‘utile. 

Vhe next Paper thall enter into further Particulars of 
the Requefis of the Merchants, by which it is ho ped, the 
litcle Reafon there will be for the Petitions and Memo- 
rials now on foot, may appear ; and particularly the 
Affair of rhe TURKY Trade thall be Examined.
